SENATE TARIFF BILL TO BE BURIED. 


Savannah Fails to Get the Increased Ap- 
propriation—Why Louisiana Gets so 
Much for Her Mudholes. 


WASHINGTON, January 2.—[ Special. }—Con- 
gress is again in session but barely half the 
members ore here. Of the Georgia delegation, 
Messrs, Turner, Crisp, Barnes, Grimes, Clem- 
ents and Blount were in their seats. Neither 
of the senators have yet made their appearance. 
lwo order of business has been mapped out in 
the house forthe remainder of this session, 
and that body is somewhat at sea. The ses- 
sion is apt to be one continual :wrangle over 
what biils shall be considered, and it is hardly 
possible that any important measures save the 
appropriation bills will be passed. The senate 
will go fight on with the tariff bill to the ex- 
clusion of all other business, until the 22d. 
when the bill will be passed and sent over to 
the house to be buried in the ways and meaus 
comniittee. 

THE SAVANNAH CLAIM. 

In the absence of Mr. Norwood this morn- 
ing, Judge Crisp made an effort to have the 
river and harbor bill amended to give the har- 
bor of Savannah $200,000 to commence the 
new work rather than $20,000 to maintain the 
existing work, as the bill provides. Judge 
Crisp made a strong argument in support of his 
amendment, but it was defeated by a vote of 


20 to 31. It is safe to predict that the house | 


will refuse to adopta single amendment of any 
consequence, but none of the appropriations 
for creeks or mud holes contained in the bill 
will be thrown out. There are many little 
bayous in Mississippi that get more money by 
this billthan Savannah harbor, but that is 
simply because Louisiana has the chairman 
of the cominittee, and it is Georgia’s misfor- 
tune that she has no one on it. The members 
of the committee generally manage to get 
most of the money in their own states. 
THE PENSION SHARKS MAD. 

The house committee on pensions slipped a 
bill through the house today that» is causing 
gnashing of teeth tonight among the pension 
sharks, Several months ago Mr. Dockery in- 
troduced the measure, which provided for the 
cutting off of fees in case of increase of pen- 
sion. In such cases an attorney is absolutely 
useless and unnecessary, but heretofore the 
law has allowed them *10 when they represent- 
edja claimant for increase. Now this increase 
business is their most profitab!e source of revy- 
enue. There are, of course, four times as 
many applications for increase as original ap- 
plications. All the: attorney has to 
do was to go down to the 
pension office in these increase cases and file 
the application. There is nothing more to do, 
or, in fact, anything. more that could be done 
by anattorney than to wait until the applica- 
tion is disposed of, andif favorably acted upon, 
he goes down and collects his $10 fee, The 
applicant will get his application disposed of 
just as quickly if he mail it direct to the pen- 
sion office. .The object of the bill is to prevent 
the intervention of a paid attorney where need- 
less, and thus save to the 
the unnecessary fee. When this bill 
was favorably acted upon by the house 
committee on  imvalid pensions, the 
pension attorneys saw the danger to them- 
selves, and they used thei: well organized 
lobby so effectively that the bill could never 
get before the house. The lapse of time made 
them over sure, and they toak it for granted 
that the bill was smothered. Today, with 
only about one-fourth of the members of the 
house in their scats, the committee called up 
the bill and it was passed, while the members 
who usually help along the sch«neg o° the 
pension sharks were either absent  r asle.». 
The sharks are: hopping med over 
the result, but they are confident they 
can kill it in the senate. During 
the campaign they were uniformly against tie 
democratic candidates, and some of the less 
reputable of them sent out scurrilous circulars 
attacking the president, and they will claim 
of the republican senaie the defeat of this bill 
as their reward. Inany event they get the 
worst of it, asevenif the bill is eventually 
killed, the agitation will avdertise the fact 
that the intervention of an attorney is not nec- 
essary inthe case of an application for in- 
crease of pension. 

THE BRAGG APPOINTMENT. 

The reappointment of Colonel William L. 
Bragg, of Alabama, toa place upon the inter- 
atate commerce commission, the appointment 
now beinghung up in the senate, bids fair to 
be the source of some senatorial squabble. 
General Bragg’s term expired yesterday, 
though his name had been sent to the senate 
for a reappointment some tline ao. The re- 
cess adjournment was taken and Bragg was 
still unconfirmed. 

It is claimed by some that in view of the 
fact the senate failed to take action on the ap- 


-pointment during the life time of his oilice, he 


is now out 6f office, and it will be necessary to 
either send the name of General Bragg again 
to the senate, or that of some one else. It is 
not probable, however, that President Cleve- 
land will be willing to appoint any one other 
than Wragg, as he, it is said, has made a 
good officer, and is one of the best 
equipped men of the commission. Some of 
Bragg’s enemies have, however, lodged charges 
against him, alleging bad habits, though noth- 
ing of anything is expected to come from 
them, as they were made against him when he 
was first appointed, and the senate then re- 
fused to take any notice of them. The whole 
cause of the refusalof the senate to confirm 
Bragg is that by waiting until Harrison comes 
in, then'a republican will be appointed, there- 
by changing the political complexion of the 
commission from three democrats and two re- 
publicans to three republicans and two demo- 
crats. Thus, it will be seen, that the G. O. P.

SOUTHERN COTTON FACTORIES. 
The Tariff Discussion Brings Out the Condi- 
tion of Millsin the South. 

WASHINGTON, January 2.—There was more 
than a quorum of senators present when the 
chaplain delivered his opening. prayer after 
the holiday rececss., 

Among the petitions and memorials pre- 
sented and referred were the following: 

By Mr. Edmunds, from a branch of Wo- 
man’s relief board of Salt-Lake City, rémon- 
strating against any action of congress looking 
to the admission of Utah as a state. 

Mr. Edmunds said he was happy to think 
that there was not much danger of any such 
action at this session. 

By Mr. Chandler, a petition from Midway, 
South Carolina, asking congress to take steps 
to amend or abolish the state laws of registra-

tion affecting the right of citizens to vote for 
federal) officers, 

The senate then renewed consideration of 
the tariff bill. | 

Mr. Allison, going back to paragraph 134, as 
to chains, moved to amend it by reducing the 
rate on chains less than three-cighths of one 
inch in diameter from 3 to 24 cents per pound. 
He stated that this was the rate under the 
existing law. 

Mr. Vance asked whether the proposed re- 
duction included trace chains, and what the 
equivalent ad valorem rate was. 

Mr. Allison conceded that it did, and said 
that the equivalent ad valorem rate was 44.37 
per cent at the present price. 

Mr Vance moved to amend the amendment 
by making the rate 30 per cent ad valorem, 
and he read letters from New York importing 
houses stating that the present rate (25 cents 
per pound) had been practically prohibitory 
for many years. 

Mr. Vance’s amendment was rejected— yeas 
9, nays 2i—and Mr. Allison’s amendment was 
agreed to without a division. 

The bill was then taken up at the point 
where it had been left when last before the 
senate (schedule I, ‘cotton manufacturers), 
the question being’ on amendent offered by 
Mr. Vest to reduce the duty on thread, yam, 
warps, etc., “‘valned at pot exceeding twenty- 
five cents per pound,’ from ten cents per 
pound to thirty-five per cent: ad valorem. 

Mr. Vest repeated the statement madé by 
him before the recess that the effect of the 
changes proposed by the substitute was to in- 
crease the duty on all higher priced cetton 
fabrics, both as to thread (which were the raw 
material of manufacturers) and as to cotton 
cloth in a finished condition. He had made 
that statement on a cursory examination; but 
an examination during the recess had con- 
firmed hiin in what he then stated. Like the 
eastern queen—dazzled by the glories of 
Sclomon—*‘the half head not been 
tuld.”” On examining the cotton schedule he 
found that the artistic hand of his friend from 
Khode Island (Mr. Aldrich) was evident in 
almost every line. He referred tothe increase 
in the cotton schedule in the tariff-bill of 
1863, and said that that was the act of the 
conierence cominittee, without a vote on it by 
either house. It was a notorious fact, he said, 
that the cotton manufacturers of the country 
were in a more prosperous condition today than 
any other class of manufacturers in the United 
States. 

Mr. Aldrich denied the statement that the 
confereuce committee in 1883 had increased 
the rates on cotton manufacturers, and de- 
clared that the reduction on cotton manufact- 
ures made in the tariff bill of 1883, ranged 
from 40to GO per cent. - 

The action of the conference committee on 
the act of 1583 was discussed at. considerable 
length by Messrs. Vest, Aldrich, Allison and 
Vance. 

Mr. Stewart said that he found the tariff 
question so intimately connected with the 
question of money that he was unable to sep- 
arate the two. He would, therefore, consider 
them brietly in connection, with each other. 
He thereupon preceeded to read a speech 
upon the subject of silver coinage. 

At the close of Mr. Stewart’s speech, Mr. 
Jenes, of Arkansas, read from the testimony 
of a cotton manufacturer in Georgia, ‘William 
H. Young. showing that his mills had been 
earning average dividends of 17 per cent. 
since 1870; that he was ‘‘an ani-tariff man, 
dyed in the wool’’; that the tariff was of no 
advantage to him and that, if he were to make 
the sanre class of coarse cotton goods that are 
sold in England, he could sell them in Eng- 
land and make a good profit on them. 

Mr. Hoar asked what, if that were true, be- 
came of the claim that the tariff was putting 
enormous profits into the pockets of cotton 
manuliacturers. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, reminded Mr. Hoar 
that ‘‘one swallow does not make a summer.”’ 
He could not account for the hnance commit- 
tee insistin® on the rate of 25 cents yard on 
coiton goods, when manufacturers did not 
need protection, excepton the principle em- 
braced in repiy of another witness, a manu- 
facturer of grain bags, who said he did not ask 
to have burlaps (raw materiai) put on the free 
list, lest grain bags might be put on the free 
list also, 

Mr. Aldrich suggested that the reason why 
southern cotton mills paid such large dividends 

is that some of them did not pay more than 
t -o-thirds of the wages paid to similar opera- 
t.-es iu New England. 

Mr. Jones stated in reply tothat remark 
t iat the testimony showed that southern onpe- 
ritives were content with their wages and did 
not go on “‘strikes,’’ while ‘‘strikes’’ were com- 
mon in New England. 

Mr. Aldrich said he did not know of any 

ytton mill strikes in Rhode Island in tive 
years. and that there had been but very few 
strikes there in a generation. 

Mr. Jones proceeded to state some points from 
Consul Schoenhoef’s reports as to the compar- 
aiive cost of weavers’ labor in England, 
Switzerland and America, to show that the 
labor cost was greaterin England than in the 
United States. He was proceeding to discuss 
the question of tin plate, when. he was in- 
formed by Mr. Allison thatthe finance com- 
mictee hoped to be abie to present some pro- 
vision on that subject in a few days. 

Mr. Hawley said, in response to Mr. Jones 
that one of the stndies of American statesmen 
today was how to keen the country from being 
absolutely Hooded by people who were coming 
here. ‘from places where they get higher 
wages and better food.’’ Asto the profits of 
cotton mills in the south, it was a monstrous 
mistake ito suggest that they were fair 
criterions of profits of general manufacturing. 

‘Referring to Mr. Vest’s remarks as to the 
poverty of New England operatives, Mr. Haw- 
ley said he did not care who said that they did 
not save money, he knew better. 

Mr. Saulsbury argued against the policy of 
taxing the consumers of the whole country for 
the purpose of enabling the operatives of New 
England to accumulate money in savings 
banks. 

Mr. Morrill asked Mr. Saulsbury whether he 
was not aware that the census, every time that 
it was taken for the last thirty years, showed 
that the people of Illinois, Kansas, lowa, Mis- 
souri, Florida, Alabama and Georgia, had 
been exceeding, in their annual increase of 
weaith, even New England. 

Finally, the bill was laid aside without ac- 
tion on the pending amendment. 

The presiding oilicer laid before the senate a 
message from the president in regard to the 
correspondence on the subject of the treaty 
with China that was pending last September. 

The reading of the message was interrupted 
by Mr. Sherman. who suggested that it be re- 
ferred. 

The presiding officer (Ingalls) said that it 
had been sent to the senate in legislative ses- 
sion, but that it would be laid on the table for 
further examination. | 

The senate then adjourned. 
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WANT AN INCREASE, 


Southern Members Asking for More Money 
for Rivers and Marbors. 

WAsuinaTon, January 2.—There were not 
more than seventy-five membersin attendance 
when Speaker Carlisle called the house to 
order at noon today. After the reading of the 
journal the speaker proceeded to call commit- 
tees for reports, but none were submitted. 

In the consideration morning hour, Mr. 
Matson, of Indiana, on behalf of the commit- 
tee on invalid pensions, called up the bill pro- 
hibiting any agent or attorney from receiving 
a fee for securing aun_increase of pension on 
account of an increase of the disability for 
which the pension was originally granted, or 
for securing a special act of congress In cases 
where a pension might be obtained under the 
general pension laws, 
~ Mr. Peters, of Kansas, offered an amend- 
ment providing that an applicant for pension 
may contract with any person in the state in 
which applicant lives, to pay not exceeding $3 
for services rendered, should the increase be 
allowed. 

Mr. Peters’s amendment was adopted and 
the bill passed. 

Mr. Springer, of Tllinois, introduced a joint 
resolution for the admission of the states of 
Arizona and Idaho. Referred. 

Mr. Sayers, of Texas, from the committee on 
appropriations, reported the fortifications ap- 


lieendiinee=eassiaienee ~— 
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propriation bill, and it was placed on the cal- 
endar, 

Ona motion of Mr. White, of New York, the 
biil was passed providing that an omission by 
the sender to place lawful postage on a letter 
bearing a specia] delivery siamp shall not hin- 
der or delay the transmission and delivery 
thereof, but the lawful postage shall be col- 
lected on delivery.

Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, made an effort to 
have the appropriation for the Savannah har- 
bor increased from $200,000 to $300,000, but his 
amendment for this purpose was rejected. 

Mr. Sowden, of Pennsylyania, made an at- 
tack upon the bill as being extravagant and 
wasteful, and directed his criticism especially 
against improvements in Texas. This brought 
a rejoinder from Messrs. Crain and Stewart, of 
Texas, 

_Mr.-Crain moved to increase the appropria- 
tion for Arkansas Pass from $65,000 te $1,470,- 
000. Rejected. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, expressed him- 
self as in favor of liberal expenditures for 
river and harbor improvement. 

Mr. Crain made various endeavors to in- 
crease the gappropriations for Arkansas Tass, 
Sabine Pass and Galveston harbor, but not- 
withstanding the persistency of his efforts, and 
the emphasis with which he dwelt upon the 
importance of his proposition, he was in every 
case voted down. : - 

Mr. Cutcheon, of Michigan, made an effort 
to secure an increase of appropriation for the

QUIZZING TELLER 
To Ascertain Something About the Cabinet. 
—Other Washington Gossip. 

Wasminaron, January 2.—Senator Teller, 
who visited General Harrison at Indianapolis, 
during the recess of congress was much sought 
after today by his associates on the senate floor, 
and spent much of the time on sofas in conver- 
tion with fellow members. -They all wanted 
to know about the cabinet, but the best that 
Senator Teller could tell them was that he did 
not believe that anybody knew anything about 
it. One of the most interested persons was 
Senator Hiscock, who later in the day left for 
Indianapolis. The senator has been popularly 
credited with warmly supporting Platt for a 
cabinet position, but he made no expression 
of the particular purpose of his visit before 
leaving. 

Notwithstandsng the cessation of oral hear- 
ings by the subcommittee of the senate 
finance commiitee covering § the tariff 
bill, the committee is subject to 
great pressure from interested parties, 
who pour in on them a flocd of sug- 
gestions by letter and telegram, importuning 


them to make some desired change, Some | 


are even not deterred from personally visiting 
the committee by the announcement that no 
more hearings will be given, and today one 
gentleman came up with a request that some 
forty changes he indicated be made in the 
schedules particularly interesting to him. 


Members of the committee say that 


they cannot undertake to give in advance 
the amendments that will be proposed to 
the bill as it stands, for the 
reason that a premature announcement would 
result in bringing down upon them such a bur- 
den of petitions and remonstrance, as to be al- 
most unbearable, Some important charges, 
however, will develop as the consideration of 
the bill progresses. 

The fortification bill as reported to the house 


today contains no new provisions and simply 4 


has in view the continvance of the work al- 
ready begun. The amount carried by the 
bill is very small, being only $590,000. ‘The 
amountlappropriated for the current fiscal year

President Cleveland today sent to the senate 
a supplemental reply to the resolution of last 
September, asking for correspondence with 
the Chinese government, and arguments re- 
lating to reflections of the treaty by that gov- 
ernment. It contained nothing new excepta 
translation of the cipher message of Sepiem- 
ber 21, saying that China would not consent to 
ratify the treatly unless further time was gjven 
for the discussion of the proposition to lessen 
the term of restriction. 
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TO WAIT FOR THEIR PAY. 


A Provision in an Appropriation Bill Tha 
Bothers United States Marshals. 

WASHINGTON, January 2.—A provision in 
the executive, legislative and judicial appro- 
priation billfor the fiscal year 1850 requires 
that $375,000 of the appropriation for marshals 
shall be kept in the treasury to be paid out on 
adjusted accounts only. This provision will 
compel the marshals to borrow money at in- 
terest to pay their deputies while waiting fora 
settlement of their accounts, or else to employ 
men whowill wait for their pay. 

In connection with this matter, Attorney 
General Garland today sent to the house a 
letter from E. M. Poykin, United States mar- 
shal for the district of South Carolina, in 
which the marshal says that the strict enforce- 
ment of this provision of the law in his dis- 
trict, if continued much longer, will practi- 
eally result in  the- suspension’ of 
the execution of therevenue laws 
unless the objectionable features of the law 
are repealed, orso amended as to apply the 
necessary corrective. Hesays it is not his 
purpose to charge accounting oflicers with a 
dereliction of duty, or with undue slothful- 
ness in the discharge of their important and 
onerous duties, but he does not hesitate to say 
that he cannot compel his deputies to perform 
their very unpopular and oitentimes dangerous 
duties and to await for their pay for months, 
until their accounts are finally adjusted. 
These men must live, and to simply reim- 
burse them or advance money expended in 
making cases will not be a sufficient induce- 
ment forthem to continae in the service. 
The injustice inflicted upon the marshals in 
forcing them ito advance money from their 
private means to have work done is too appa- 
rent to require comment, he says, and he asks 
congress for some relief,

Explosion of Dynamite. 

NoRRISTOWN, Pa., January 2.—Yesterday, 
two miles from Sumeytown, this county, two 
young men named Erband Schroecker were 
blown to atoms by an explosion of dynamite. 
The men were employed at the James Mil- 
ler dynamite factory, and were at work in 
Swamp creek, near the factory, mining the 
ingredients of dynamite. It is supposed that 
in the mixing the preportions were not ob- 
served, and the explosion occurred. The men 
were blown to pieces and fragments of flesh 
were scattered over a large area. Pieces of 
the flesh found were not sufficient to show to 
which body they belonged. None of tthe fac- 
tory buildings were injured, though the shock 
was felt in houses two miles from the scene.

A LETTER FROM ADMIRAL LUCE 


Giving the Full Particulars of the Sur- 
render of the “Haytien Kepublic” by 
the Government <«f Hayti. 


Wasnityeton, January 2.—Following ate 
extracts from the correspondence in relation 
to affairsin Hayti made public by the secre- 
tary of state to-day. Admiral Luce, under 
date of Port-Au-Prince December 21, reported 
to the secretary of navy as follows: 

Sir: I have the honor to inform the department 
that the Galena and Yariie arrived at this port at 
¥:40 O'clock yesterday micrning. Immediately on 
anding. an officer-wassent an shore to deliver the 
dispatch sent by departmeut of state to our minister, 
J, E. W, Thompson, and to offer him passage off-to 
the ship, At the same time the dispatches 
emirusted by the Haytion minister, 
Stephen Preston at New York to 
Captain Sumner, were sent to General Lecitime 
to whom they wefe addressed. On-the arrival of 
Mr. Thompson I presented him with a letier stating 
the obiect of my visit. It was then 10:30 a. m, and 
tne time set for the delivery of the “lfaytien Re- 
public” wesSp.m The ‘‘Yantic” lay ‘close along 
the “Haytien Republic’ ready to tow her ont at the 
time specified, but at about 2:30 the Haytian gun- 
boat Grand Riveire appeared and gave the steamer 
a line forthe purpose oftowing her to the outer 
harbor, where she was to be formally delivered up. 
Owing t> unloosed for difliculty in getiing the 
steamer’s anchor, and being obliged to cut her 
chain, she could not be towed to the outer harbor 
till some time after sunset; but from the prompt 
appearance of the G:and Riveire and the evident 
disposition evinced by Haytien officials to get the 
ship out I considered tbat the terms contained in 
my ictter had been complied with as far as pracii- 
Cabie. The action taken by the Haytien govern- 
ment in the premises is set forth in the letier ad- 
dressed to our minister, Mr. Thompson, a copy of 
wotch is enclosed. 

Aiter the moving ofthe Hayticn Republic to a 
buoy in the outer harbor, Vice-Admiral Gaillard, 
senior officer of the Haytien uavy, his flag fying 
from the Dessalines, addressei me a note formally 
delivering the Haytien Republic. A copy of this 
ietter is enclosed. 

I have not, up to present writing, formally ac- 
cepted the vessel, and will not until certain of ber 
belongings, taken on shore by the Haytiens, have 
been restored. I have assurance that this will, be 
done soon. Meanwhile we have an officer and a 
party.of seamen on board o ‘ake care of her till the 
airival of her crew, expected by-the Atlas line to- 
day. 

The slight misunderstanding in regard to inter- 
change of courtesies, common to all navies, will Le 
adjusted today without doubt, wien I shall eall 
upon Gencral Legitine, who ws inaugurated as 
president of the republic of Hast ijast Sunday, the

The letter herewith inclosed from ageit= of 
the Atlas line of steamers (bome office in Liverpool) 
explains itself. The object of sending 
the Haytien Republic to New York to be 
delivered up to our government has not yet becn 
made quite clear, The ships will coal at Santiavo 
de Cuba, one .tatime, keeping oneship here for 
the present as a matter of precaution... As soon as 
posible ope ship will be dispatched to the northern 
coast to visit Cane Haytien and other ports in the 
hands of the opposition.

Embraced in the correspondence is a copy of 
a letter from Pim, Forwood & Co., to Henry 
Williamson board the ateamer Alene, dated 
December 8, which explains itself as follows: 

In asking youandthe restof the men shipping 
with you togo downinthe Alene to Kingston, we 
have to keep your venture, also your destination, a 
secreton account ofthe press. We can now tell 
you that it is for t! @ purpose of briaging up to New 
York thesteamer Haytien Kepubtic on behalf of the 
government. With the orders we have given you, 
we hand you the delivery order forthe steamer and 
a letter from the Haytien minister. From Kingston 
you will go with yourcrew on the Arrow, which boat 
will stay at Port-au-Prince «slong as necessary. We 
have promised four days, sothat you will always 
bave the British-ship by your side, ready for sea, 
and in case of a hitch, order our agent, John Tietez, 
who will advise you of the meaus of returning to 
Jamaica, to further send you down provisions in 
case there isascarcity, Avy further purchases you 
will make must be paid for by the government, 
This woul include coal, machinery repairs, ete. 
This work you are going on is on our behalf as 
agent of the minister, and we ask you to look upon 
it as any other Atlas company work. 


AXWORTHY DISGORGES 


The Money and Bonds He Decamped With 
From Ohio. 

CLEVELAND, January 2.—Andrew Squire, 
the Cleveland attorney who went to London 
to secure $160,000, which Thomas Axworthy, 
defaulting city treasurer, had deposited in a 
bank there under the nameof Phillip Anthony, 
says the fagitive has losttwenty-four poundsin 
flesh and looks ill. Axworthy paid over to 
Squire $160,000 in the self-same goveraiment 
bonds and money he had taken with him 
when he absconded. He also paid costs 
in, the legal actions pending against 
him. Law suits are high priced luxuries in 
England and it costs Axwerthy $1,900 to make 
asettlement. Squire made no promise from 
immunity from criminal prosecution. Wheu 
this subject was broached by the fugutive 
the Cleveland attorney said it was a matter en- 
tirelv in the hands of the city of Cleveland 
and the state of Ohio. A letter and number 
of documents for Mayor Babcock were turst- 
ed {to Squire and upon the fdelivery of them 
they will be made public. The ex-city treas- 
urer intends to make Toronto his home for the 
time be.ng, so he can be near at hand to give 
the bondsmen any assistance they may re- 
quire in closing up his estate.

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THE RACE ISSUE. 


ion. W. C. P. Breckinridge’s Undelivered 
Speech, 


CuHar.eston, 8. C., January 2.—[{Special.]—_. 


The Hon. W. C. P. Breckinridge, of Ken- 
tucky, publishes today a speech which was in- 
tended to ve delivered at the New England so- 
ciety dinner here, on the 2d, in respose to the 
toast, ‘‘Forefathers’ Day,” kheing on 
the scuthern situation. The speech has 
caused considerable comment, starting 
out with the declaration that . “no 
political revolution, no temporary 
success of a political party, can free us from 
the obligations which Providence has inmyposed 
on us.”” The speaker.contends that “the solu- 
tion of the race problem depends upon the 
intelligence, the courage aad the conscience of 
the white people among whom these ne- 
groes hiave been placed#’’ It is plain, 
he says, that. there are but two possible con- 
ditions under which this’ problem can be 
solved. One is, that it shall be substantially 
left to the people of both races resident within 
this territory, or that it shail be left to the non- 
resident majority outside of the territory, 
united with either the wh.te or the black peo- 
ple inside of that territory. This second hypo- 
thesis presupposes in unavoidably conflict be- 
tween the two races, in which conflict one or 
the other race suall have as allies the non-resi- 
dent majority. I donot believe that this is 
true in point of fact,.and I have not the 
slightest doubt that any policy based upon 
it will inure ro the injury of both races in the 
south. Tho white peuple of the south do 
not need any aidin any possibile hostility, or 
any real friendship to the colored people 
placed in their midst. On the contrary, every 
interference, under any pretense, by whatever 
name, and under whatever authority, can only 
work delay and temporary harm. The race 
question must be eliminated from national 
politics. This is the first necessity to its 
proper solution, aud this is what, of all people, 
the colored people most need. I cannot use 
language too strong to express my profound 
conviction of this truth. You cannot permit 
the domination of your state to pass from 
your control; norcan you have this determi- 
nation and necessity put to your fellow citizens 
of the north toostrongly.”’ 

Commenting on this speech and on the sub- 
ject of election methods in the -south, the 
News and Courier says: 

It appeals to thinking men to know,to see,that the 
present generation and the rsthge generation of 
white menin the souti are taught in practice that 
republican ipstitutions are a inilure and that elee 
tions are to be carried, not by the honest vote oj a 
fair majority, but by campaigning, which begins 
with rank intimidation and cnads in subterfuge and 
evarion.

The New Africa. 

The secretary of the American Coloniza- 

tion society has recently collected and pub- 

lished some very interesting facts about the 

division of Africa and its oceupation by 
European colonists. 

England has already seized 1,000,000 
équare miles, not counting Egypt; Germany 
has 740,000 square miles and claims 200,000 

more; France has 700,000 square mlles and 
is rapidly accuiring territory; Italy is help- 
ing herself to land in Abyssinia, the Brit- 
ish East African company is making pro- 
grese and the Congo Freé State is forging 
ahead, 

European capital and enterpr'<e are rush- 
ing into Africa, and the results have been 
very satisfactory. In eighteen years $200,- 
000,000 worth of gems have been exportcd. 
British trade with the country amounts to 
$125,000,000 annually and that of France to 
$100,000,000. Telegrapis and railroads are 
overrunning the regions colonized by the 
Europeans, and the proposed’ railroad by 
the Livingston Falls is expected to develop 
Central Africa. Not more than 4,500,000 
gquare miles remain unattached to 
some foreign power. 

The colonists have found that the climate 
in many parts of the country is delightful, 
while the soil is productive, and. the trade 
and industrial opportunities are remunera- 
live. They settle the race question in short 
order by killing the natives when they are 
troublesome, and employing them, without 


now 


Waces, when they are peaceable. 

Since the emancipation of the slaves in 
Brazil, many negroes from that country are 
going to Africa and paying their own ex- 
penser. This movement leads Mr. Coppin- 
ger to ask if the United States is to have 
no part in the development of Africa. It 
strikes him that hundreds of thousands of 
intelligent and well-to-do American negroes 
would find in the new Africa not only a 
fatherland, but a field that would suit them 
better than any other in the world. 

Africa, developed and ruled by the whites, 
is destined to play an important part in 
human affairs. In the course of another 
generation her food products and various 
industries will come in competition with 
thosé of other countries, and the result may 
have an important bearing upon our politi- 
cal economy. It is altogether within the 
bounds of probability that before the end of 
another quarter of a century our manufac- 
turers and cotton and tobacco planters will 
be clamoring for protection against their 
competitors in Africa. Events move rap- 
idly these days, and the colonization of this 
long neglected quarter of the globe will soon 
be an established fact.

They Must Have Them. 

The publication of the facts in regard to 
the traffic in white slaves engaged in by 
Charles T. Parsons, & prominent citizen of 
Northampton, Massachusetts, has not caused 
that squirming among the representative 
New England editors that we had hoped. 
When a number of editors in any section 
betray a tendency to wince and squirm, it is 
a sicn not only that a sore or sensative part 
has been touched, but that there is a hope 
of reform. 

We have already printed the main facts 
relative to the traftic engaged in by Parsons. 
He would never have been discovered but 
for the fact that he went into a house to 
warm himself and left chained in his wagon 
aPole whom he was delivering into the 
hands of a farmer that had. contracted for 
him. Parsons is a very prominent citizen— 
@man of large business energy, a niember 

of the church and an enthusiastic republi- 
ean, and an attempt was made to gloss over 
the facts of the case; but enough evidence 
was produced to show that he had been 
regularly engaged in the business of provid- 
ing farmers with white slave labor under 
contracts of long-standing. 

Just how many prominent church mem- 
bers and republicans of New Eng':nd are 
engaged in the white slave traffic we have 
no means of knowing; but Parsons found it 
profitable, and the average New Englander 
has a tremendous nose for profits. It isnot 
too much to say, therefore, that what Par- 
gons found profitable other prominent New 
England church-members and republicans 
would find profitable. 

We notice, however, with pain and regret, 
that some of the Massachusetts newspapers 
that are Reformers, with a great-primer 
eapital R, are disposed to view the white 
slave traflic with a Jenienteye. The Spring- 
field Union, for instance, which is one of 
the glorified republican organs common to 
the New Engiand climate, remarks that 
“the western Massachusetts farmer must do 
his planting in the spring, his hayingin the 
summer, and bis harvesting in the fall; and 
what is he to co for laborers, except to look 
to Castic Garden and to some man like Mr. 
Parsons to get him the help he needs?’ It

England’s Race Problem. 

Now, that the marquis of Lansdowne is 
taking in hand the reins of government in 
India, a good deal is said about the new 
problem which he will be called upon to 
settle. After ruling a century or more by 
virtue of superior intelligence and strength, 
the English are now to decide whether they 
shall admit the natives toashare in the 
government. 

The St. James Gazette speaks out boldly. 
It alludes to the great difference between, 
the races,,and says that when the colored 
people of India demand equality and local 
self-government it is time to.remind them 
of the fact that they have never governed 
successfully, and are inferior to the whites, 
who conquered India by the sword and now 
hold it by force. 7 

The race question in India~is somewhat 
similar to our o»7, but in some points it is 
essentially different. India had a civiliza- 
tion end a literature when the old Britons 
were naked savages living in caves and for- 
ests. Her people today are not deficient in 
intellectual capacity, but they lave not 
shown themselves equal to the task of self- 
government, and their English masters very 
naturally do not feel inclined to trust them. 

The whites in the United States have a 
much stronger case than the British have in 
India. The race we are dealing with never 
had a civilization, a literature, or any 
knowledge of the arts and sciences. 
never had anything like a satisfsetory gov- 
ernment. Ancient and modern civilizations 
have beat upon the dark continent only to 
be beaten back by tlie dense mass of dull- 
ness and ignorance there, and such experi- 
ments as those of San Domingo and Hayti 
have been utter failures. 

Yet we have refused to profit by these 
lessons. We havegiven the inferior race in 
our midst a share in our government, and 
we are doing all that we can to advance 
them as citizens. The only limitation that 
has been placed upon them is the outcome 
of the resolute determination of the whites 
that the negroes shall not entirely control 
any local government. The English in India 
seem inclined to go farther. They are not 
willing to place the native races on a polit- 
ical equality withthem. It may be that we 
are making a serious mistake in our liberal 
treatment of the problem, and the wisdom 
of the views expressed by the St. James Ga- 
zette may be vindicated. Time will show. 
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Tne pictures in the Graphic are not a 
pretty as they used to be.

Mills Tells How the Judge Suppressed a 
Tonghe 
From the Washing‘on Letter. 

When Mills was about 17 years old Jadge 
Reagan was holding court in Palestine. At that 
time Palestine wasa fro .tiertown, It wascomposed 
of a courthouse, a general store anfl about five 
saloons, In those days it was the great ambition of 
the “‘bloods” of the neighborhood to ‘‘iake a town.’ 
The taking ofatoivn consisted: of riding inio it, 
shooting right and leftand compellingalithe public 
places tocloseup, While Reagan was holding court, 
a “kilcod” rode into town and terrorized it. Heshot 
right and left and closed thestores and saloons. The 
man who did this is siill living, a quiet and honored 
citizer, and for this reason his name is not given. 
When he had the town in a state of innocuous 
desuetude it occurred to him that the court was in 
session and that it would be the proper caper to 
suspend its operations. So he rode up tothe court- 
house, and sticking a pair of pistols through the 
window, commanded the judge to disperse himself 
and his minions. Judge Reagan took in the situa- 
tion ataglanee. He addressed the jury; told them 
in the usual language that they were not to consult 
between themselves or with anybody else about the 
case at issue, and that they were to assembdlo 
promptly at9a.m.onthe morrow, Then b* jold 
ihe sheriff to adjourn the court. 

When the judge, jurors, sheriff, ™aintiffe, defend- 
aunts and attendants went Q)* ihe “blood” began to 
cavort around on his bcrse and shoot his pistol in 
theair.

undoubted distinction, Judge Reagan watched the 
fellow’s operations fora few minutes and then slowly 
walked into the wood back a@#the court. He pulled 
out his jack-knife and cut down ayoungtree. He 
dressed it up carefully, making it about five feet 
long and an inch andahalf in diameter at the 
heavy end. The judge, at the time, “was 
open to all comers.’’ He was a fighter from 
the head waters of Bitter “Creek. In @& 
rough and tumble melee he wasa jewel. When he 
had his club prepared he put the small end down 
and the big end up his sleeve. He walked with 
delightful deliberation toward the Terror. The 
Terror saw him coming and faced him, pistol in 
hand.

tications, and just beyond is the old battlefield 
of the 22d of July. It was supposed by 
some that these skeletons were soldiers 
who had died of sickness, or had. becn 
wounded and brought there to _ die, 
and that their bodies were hastily buried 
because theingcomrades had to maneuver 
around considerably to get to the scene of the 
other battie, in West End, by July 28th. 

What made this move plausible was the 
fact that the graves were rather shallow, com- 
pared with graves in a common graveyard, 
where the bodies are interred with more care 
and deliberation. 

‘The more it was discussed, the more people 
became interested, and Colonel George Adair, 
Major Sidney Root, and other gentlemen well 
posted in the history of the city and its envi- 
rons, were consulted on the matter.

ent Wicharda’s Report —Resolved to 
Make New Surveys for an Increase. 
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The present board of commissioners on W4- 
ter supply met for the last time at the water 
company’s office yesterday. 

It was supposed that the executive commit- 
tec of the Manufacturers’ association would 
meet with them, but they did not, it being 
agreed that they would mect the new board at 
their first meeting next Wednesday. 

There were present Judge C. C. Hammock, 
Mayor J. T. Cooper, Messrs. Joel Hurt, W. M. 
Middlebrooks,.T. H. Smith, M. L. Collier, L. 
B. Nelson, H. C. Erwin, and George W. Terry, 
secretary, and W. G. Richards, superinten- 
dent. 

Superintendent Richards read his annual 
report, which was clear and concise, covering 
every point and giving a complete account of 
everything connected with the water supply 
without being tedious or discursive. Follow- 
ing is a synopsis: 

There was nota single instance of lack of 
supply for fire purposes during last year. Only 
one stoppage of five hours, tocut a main on 
Georgia avenue, where servite pipe had to be 
laid that was not anticipated. This was the 
result of the rapid growth of the city. 

There was only one break, on Windsor 
street, caused by the removal of supporting 

earth in excavating for a large sewer. 

The canal from ‘Todd branch has been com- 
pleted and the dams are safe. One accident 
occurred in which fifty feet.of the walk -was 

washed away. No water is used from there at 
all wien the stream is turbid. 

The Hyatt filter has proven very successful. 
The bv pass has never been opened during the 
entire ye ar,and none but filtered water has 
been used in thirteen months. 

The Edison electric light has proven of great 
benefit to the men in their work. 

The only repairs needed are on the dwellings 
and the plate of a large valve in the big pump, 
which is cracked and unsafe. 

Expenditures on the present water station 
are not advisable, since the growth of the city 
will scon demand a larger source of supply 
than is obtainable from present sources. Noth- 
ing but the Pool stream, which is of small 
quantity and doubtfaljquality, is now available 
outside of what has already been utilized. 

West End and other suburbs want to attach 
to the city mains, and were the supply suffici- 
ent, this might be done, and they could be 
given one rate, which would give them water 
ata cheapergate than {they “could secure it 
otherwise. 

With an economical population, 
not less than sixty gallons per 
capita will suffice, and other cities go much 
higher. W ashington over 200, New York over 
100, Brooklyn 80, Jersey City 60. Fora popu- 
lation of 100,000 in a manufacturing city it 
would require 6,000,000 gallons per day, and 
eighteen to twenty millions would not be an 
over estimate were the water system aban- 
doned. 

The artesian well furnishes 200,000, if run to 
its full capacity, in twenty-four hours. It 
would take ten such welis to furnish 2,000,000 
gallons, and for a city of 100,000, one hundred 
such wells. This comes too high for a city 
situated like ours.

Heal 
saw at once what power “the republican ma 
jority would have in the next house, if such a 
tule was adopted. Considering these reasons, | t 
as soon as the roll call was commenced, Mr. | ¢, , 
tandall circuJated among the members and 
advised that the resolution be defeated. The 
votes, howcver, showed 114 aves to 28 nays, br 
many democrats would not vote at all, dosirin 
toshow thataquoram had not vyoted.

to keep the members presedt from lea 
and the sergeant-at-arms sent out to look 
absentees, but he fonnd none, and after 
maining locked up for two hours a moti 
adjourn was carried. The same question wi 
be . brought up again tomorrow, al 
then there will be another wrang! 
Mr. Randall and his followers are determ ‘ing 
not. to give in, but wiil continue filibust 
tactics until the resolution is withdrawn, o 
quorum votes and a mojortty of the votes a 
for the resolution. Speaker Carlisle, the cla 
man of the commitiee on rales, voted with 
republicans in the committee in favor oft 
resolution, but this time the majority of den 
crats are following Mr. Randall. In fa 
many democrats who voted for the resoluti 
today will reverse their votes tomorrow to t 
Randall side, and there is every reason to 
lieve the resolution will either be defeated 
withdrawn. If it should pass, the Oklaho 
bill, the Union Pacific funding bill, the N 
aragna canal bilMand some of thesteals in 
shape of pension bills, would be rushed thron 
before the end of the season.
